But these free 
silver men are “to be pledged in advance to 
vote for Mr. Francis as one of the delegates 
to the Chieago Convention, and to oppose 
at Sedalia the proposition for a solid free 
silver delegation to Chicago. 

It is asserted by the Post-Dispatch in- 
formant that Chairman Hugh J. Brady 
of the .Democratic City Central Commit- 
tee, an avowed advotate of free coinage 
et the ratio of 16 to 1, is a party to the 
deal with Mr. Francis. Im return for his 
assistance, Mr. Brady is slated as the other 
Mational delegate from the Eleventh Dis- 
trict. 


It is also hinted that Lie Lege John B. 
O’Meara has knowledge of, if he is not 
actually a party to the alleged deal, and 
that he has taken unfer advisement the 
proposition made pb to give it his, zZup- 
port.

BONES PLOUGHED UP. 


Those of Three Human Beings and a 
Dog.

PARIS, Tex., March 21.—A ghastly dis- 
covery was made yesterday in the extreme 
portion of the county, near Sulphur, that 
doubtless reveals a horrible crime committed 
many years ago. While plowing in a plece 
of new ground, which had recently been 
added to the Lewis Mertitena place, which 
was settled about fifty years ago, one of 
the hands plowed up a lot of bones where 
a thicket of young bushes had been cleared 
away. On examination they proved to be 
human bones. 

The neighbors were sent for and among 
them Dr. Skidmore. Investigation showed 
that they were the skeletons of three human 
beings, a man, a woman and a boy about 10 
years old. A few feet apart from them-the 
skeleton of a dog was found. The bones 
were blackened by fire, but not charred. 
All of the skeletons were complete, none 
of the bones: being decayed.

BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. 


‘The attempt on the part of the rail- 
ways of New York State to discriminate 
hetween bicycles and other baggage and 
to make a special charge for bicycles has 
been defeated. The State Assembly Com- 
mittee on Roads has reported favorably 
the Armstrong bill, undef which steam 
railroads will be compelled to carry bi- 
cycles free. This bill reads as follows: 

Bicycles are hereby declared to be and 
shall be deemed baggage for the purpose of 
this article, and shall be transported as bag- 
gage for passengers by railroad corpora. 
tions, and subject to the same liabilities, but

The liquor dealers in New York City 
and State have been in a state of tribu- 
lation for months past. They must have 
spent many thousands of dollars in the 
attempt to defeat legislation unfavorable 
to their interests. They are now in @

most passage of the Raines bili, | 
a measure that is being pushed through 
at Albany by the “hayseeds,”’ and which, 
if Gov. Morton signs it, will make New 
York the dryest Staté in the Union, ex- 
cept perhaps South Carolina. 

The Raines bill is a sweeping, thor- 
ough-going, Socialistic, comprehensive, 
steel-riveted measure. It will cancel all 
existing licénses on Apri} 30, the State 
paying for the unexpired period. It will 
put the liqugr traffic of the State under 
the supreme control of a State Commis- 
sioner. A special State deputy will rule 
in New York, Brooklyn and Buffalo. 
Sixty secret service agents will be scat- 
tered through the State. The new li- 
censes will cost from $800 in New York 
City to. $100 in the country villages, and 
one-third. ,of all collécted fees will go to 
the State. 

The bfil prohibits all screens or shades 
to conceal the interior of a saloon. It 
also abolishes the free lunch counter. 
The license certificate must be posted up 
in the front window, whether the place 
is a saloon or a club at which liquor is 
sold. 

There are numerous other restrictions, 
and the penalty for violation is very 
severe. The liquor men are /“moving 
heaven and earth” to defeat the bill.

“And there were but two meetings over 
which the bright sun did not shine,” said 
Miss Willard. ‘“‘When I started my friends 
tried to dissuade me, saying-that. they must 
have a certain amount of wet weather in 
the South and that my health wotld suf- 
fer. However, I am. back and none the

worse. 

“At all the meetings the hails were par- 
ticularly attractive. I beliéVe that a wo- 
man’s hall should have more of the aesthet- 
ic quality than these of the men; anyhow. 
It should be beautified with potted plants, 
flags and flowers: Not that the aesthetic 
should be absent at men’s meetings, but it 
should be more pronounced at the gather- 
ings of women. 

“I consider that the great lack in poli- 
tics is the absence of refinement in great 
political meetings. Théy should not even 
permit smoking. However, a bill has been 
presented prohibiting the maintenance of 
a bar at the Capitol.

Anent Congressman Josiah Patterson's 
latest appearance ih this city to preach 
“sound money,™ Col. Jerome Hill, who is 
quite as well known in Memphis as Mr. Pat- 


terson is, tells an apt joke on Mr: Cleve-.

Col. Hill could not be seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday, but his Patter-

all Memphians, that while Uncle Josiah 
is a frequent and persuasive. borrower. of 
other. people’s funds, he is not over punct- 
ual in returning the vaiue received. In 
_Other words; his I. O. Us. are not near s0 
sound as the apostle of goldbugism would 
have the standard of the realm. 

“And ‘to illustrate this,’> said Col, Hill, 
*‘some time ago Josiah, being short of cash 
—his normal condition—he approached Mr. 
Hugh Brinkley, one of the nice young 
men of the Bluff City, and hypnotized him 
into loaning him $2,500. Josiah duly exe- 

cuted his note for the amount, and Mr. 
Brinkley placed it away for keeps. The 
note became due, but Josiah was too busy 
looking after the gold reserve in the Na- 
tional Treasury togpay it. Now, while 
Brinkley is a free-handed philanthropist, 
he does not like to donate such a large 
sum as $2,500 to so able-bodied a supplicant 
as Josiah is, He made repeated demands on 
Patterson for the note, but was put off 
without a cent.

He was in a giving humor, for the charity 
was one that appealed to his sympathies, 
and, opening a safe box in his desk, he 
drew out Patterson’s long overdue §2, 
note. 3 

“ “Take this, too,’ said Brinkley. ‘I know 
you will use the money judiciously—when 
you. get it.’ 

“Of course the committee took the note, 
and in their innocence blessed Col’ Brink- 
ley and thought they had a cinch on $2,500, 
for was it not signed by their Congress- 
man, the deep-lunged Josiah. In due time 
the secretary of the eleemosynary institu- 
tion wroce to Patterson, informing him of 
Col. Brinkley’s transfer of his note. The 
Secretary waited in vain for a fayorablie 
reply. She knew what a ‘sound money’ 
man Patterson is, and, while aware of his 
failing on negotiable paper, thought to put 
him to the test on ‘unsound money.’

energy of the inhabitants that the past forty 
years should have seen upward of twelve 
thousand murders for the saks of the 
trophies. Any devoted - scientist contem- 
plating the study of the head-hunters in 
situ can do so under favorable auspices on 
a group located slightly north of Patkai, 
between the Disang and Dekhu Rivers, and 
extending through the hill country as far 
as the boundaries of Manipur and Cachar. 
In this group there are something “like 
forty-six villages divided into eight or ten 
distinct sub-tribes, who are on the _ let- 
brotherly-love-continue principle generally 
at war with’each other. The facial tattoo 
mars are identical, though the dialects 
vary slightly. In the matter of dress, arms, 
houses, customs, etc., the Nagas appear to 
be identified with the Battaks in Sumatra, 
with the better known hunters of ths 
human head in Formosa and Borneo, with 
the African skull-taker and with their now 
extl shed brethren of Australia. It is 
said they still preserve their totems or tribal 
marks.

1 to 9 degrees at a ratio of 100 per cent -of 
observations, while the cloudy curve has 
its crest at from 1 to 3 degrees’ difference 
at a ratio of but 70 per. cent of observa- 
tions. This demonstrates’ that a cloudiess 
condition of the sky is favorable to a dif- 
ference in the minimum temperature, 
» “In making a general comparison it was 
found that at the greater differences in the 
minimum temperature the sky is cloudless 
and the wind-calm and as the curve of the 
difference in .miniimum temperature de- 
clined or diminished, the cloudiness. and 
wind .velocity increased: until at 10 per cent 
‘of cloudiness the air is continuously in mo- 
tion (with the exception of a few very rare 
cases) and the differences in minimum 
temperature become neutral. . 

“This shows that on clear nights the 
smoke remains over the city, there. being 
no wind to — it away and consequently 
the park, being free from smoke, the radia- 
tion of the sun’s heat fs niore free to action 
and thus the temperature falls lower than 
in the city.

In ordinary cases where only the bony 
portion of the nose has been destroyed 
celluloid is said to prove most satisfactory, 
as it is better borne in Hving tissues than 
any thar substance.

CIGAR- MAKING. I MACHINE,

An Inventien Which Wil Will Revolution- 
ine the industry. . 


A machine which bids fair to sevélidtion- 
ize the cigar-making industry has been in- 
vented. at Binghamton, N. Y.. Machines 
are on exhibition in operation there now, 
and are turning out smoothly bunched and 
neatly wrapped cigars at the rate of 3,000 
per day for each machine. This is about 
three times as many as an expert can roll 
when using molds. . 

The machine is of about the sige and ap- 
pearance of a sewing machine and is as 
easily operated. The essential mechanism 
consists of a metal plate, a travel rubber 
belt and two rubber rollers, The plate has 
a beveled or warped surface rf varying 
sections, on which cigars of all the ap- 
proved shapes can be made by a simple 
adjustment of a clamp.
